T HE great fault of the American people is that they are mentally lazy. They 
do not want to look disagreeable facts in the face. They are quick to forget, 
and even quicker to forgive. With a nation-wide, well-organized, campaign at 
this time to weaken, and in the end destroy, the Army and Navy, annul every 
plan of national preparedness, abolish the Officers’ Reserve Corps and prevent 
military training in the schools and colleges, the people have, apparently, for- 
gotten and forgiven, those who, when we were in a great war with our fate 
hanging in the balance, were engaged in aiding the enemy and doing all they 
could to throw the weight against the United States, that this country might 
be destroyed. 

It may be well, in the interest of common good, to recall some of the organ- 
izations and some of the persons then seeking our destruction, many of the same 
persons today being engaged in similar efforts. This excursion into the history 
of a few years must be brief, although that history is filled with persistent 
treachery to America, her people, her ideals and her institutions. 


PLOTTING ON OUR SHORES 


It will be recalled by those who remember—if such there are—that scarcely 
had Germany marched into Belgium until there appeared in the United States 
a number of foreign Socialists who, at once joining with American Socialists, 
many of them but recently naturalized and a few native born, engaged their 
time and attention—and somebody’s money, we are not here to say whose—in 
forming one organization after another designed to sway the American people 
to a “hands-off” policy. When Germany, by her own ruthless acts forced us into 
the combat, these same persons with a new set of organizations appearing under 
deceptive names, turned their attention in another direction. They began to 
interfere with every plan of preparedness, They fought the draft and con- 
scription measures. They combated each bond flotation. They urged men to 
defy the authority of the Government, and when men did so defy, they were 
supported and given legal aid by the different organizations, foreign in their 
inception and direction. 


INCITING STRIKES AND REVOLUTIONS 


Throughout the West there had previously been formed an organization called 
the Industrial Workers of the World, better known as the I. W. W. This organ- 
ization at once used its influence to incite strikes, to practice sabotage in plants 
where munitions were being manufactured, and to burn railroad bridges over 
which trains with supplies for the boys over-sea were to be shipped. Such acts 
again found, in New York City, these same organizations ready to defend. 

When the treacherous Lenin and Trotzky took over Russia and began to 
administer it for the benefit of themselves and a small group of people who 
were not Russians, this same group in the United States, foremost in favoring 
Germany, foremost in seeking to obstruct the Government, foremost in aiding 
those who had been arrested for the violation of some law connected with war 
activities, were found lauding the “birth of a new day in Russia” and extolling 
the revolutionists. 

And it is these same organizations, many of them under new names—for 
the changing of names has been the policy of the Socialist and Communist 
groups the world over for many years—that today are in the front rank seek- 
ing to destroy the Army and Navy, scrap every scheme of preparedness, wreck 
jo Officers’ Reserve Corps, and prevent military training in the schools and 
colleges.

Congress Still Urging Service Combination

NDERNEATH the surface there is still boiling in Congress the movement 

for the consolidation of the Army and Navy under one head. Various 
stopgaps are being offered to prevent such action, but it is apparent the agi- 
tation will continue beyond the present session of Congress. The House Mili- 
tary Committee will report next week, in all likelihood, the bill drafted by the 
Secretary of War reviving the Council of National Defense. For the first time 
in recent years, the House Military and Naval Committees are holding joint 
sessions considering the bill introduced by Representative Vinson, of Georgia, 
authorizing the Navy Department to purchase aircraft, aircraft parts, etc., 
without advertisement. The House Military Committee joined in the hearing 
because of its desire to include the War Department in the bill’s provisions. 
Some members of the committees want to go farther than the mere consolidation 
of airship procurement and include other purchases under the single agency 
proposed. It is realized that if legislation of this kind were enacted, a long 
step would be taken in establishing a Department of National Defense, which 
undoubtedly has strong support among members of the House. For, it is 
argued, and with greater emphasis, that if all materials should be purchasable 
for the common use of the Services, the control of personnel should likewise 
be under a central agency. 


PASSAGE OF MEASURES DOUBTFUL 


It is not probable that Congress will pass any of the measures above referred 
to during the present session. Because of the political situation, the sitting 
members are anxious to return as early as possible to their home districts and 
inaugurate intensive campaigns. Congress will adjourn, if the plans of the 
leaders should be carried out, by May 15. This means that only the general 
bills reported will be placed on the statute books. Because of the situation 
in the House, Senator Wadsworth is deliberately holding back consideration 
by the Senate of the air bill, which he reported from the Senate Military Com- 
mittee. Chairman Morin, of the House Military Affairs Committee, will 
obtain shortly a rule for the consideration of the air bill his committee has re- 
ported. That the House committee air bill will go unscathed through the House 
is regarded as doubtful. The five-year program will not be disturbed, but an 
effort will be made so to amend the measure as to direct that the two addi- 
tional brigadier generals given to the Air Corps shall not increase the total 
of brigadier generals for the Army. In other words, the Line is in danger of 
losing two officers of this rank. Senator Hale, chairman of the Senate Naval 
Committee, will not report to the Senate the House act providing a five-year 
naval air program until the Senate shall have passed the Wadsworth bill. 


May HAveE EXECUTIVE OFFICER FOR DEFENSE COUNCIL 


The bill for the revival of the Council of Defense, as urged by Secretary 
Davis, has no provision for an executive officer, but leaves the control of the 
council in the hands of the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy. 
Some members of the committee argue there should be an executive officer to 
do the actual coordination, and the committee may decide to authorize such 
an appointment. The House Military and Naval Affairs Committee undoubtedly 
will report favorably a bill to permit consolidated aircraft procurement. Secre- 
tary Davis appeared before the joint committee and argued the industry would 
be greatly aided by legislation reposing discretionary power in the heads of 
the department making the purchases. In his view competition should be of 
two kinds—in production and design—the manufacturer winning in the design 
competition to be given a contract which would reimburse him for the work he 
had done. Congressman Madden, chairman of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, appeared before the committee in advocacy of the bill. 

Secretary Wilbur appeared before the committee Thursday and indorsed the 
bill stating, however, that he believed the principle of competitive bidding should 
be maintained. Mr. Fleet, of Buffalo, N. Y., and Mr. Keyes, of the Manufac- 
turers’ Aircraft Assn., also testified. Maj. Gen. M. M. Patrick, U.S.A., and 
Rear* Adm, W. A. Moffett, U.S.N., were witnesses on Friday.

Conscript Wealth With Man Power, Editors Urge 


py SARIN before the Senate Military Committee on the Capper bill “to 
provide further for the national security and defense” by authorizing the 
President of the United States to draft the Nation’s industries and wealth along 
with its man power, when war is imminent, have attracted many editors and 
authorities to give their views. 


While some editors and authorities are skeptical as to the advisability of 
allowing the President to assume dictatorial powers when he foresees war, the 
majority are confident that the great trust which would be reposed in the Chief 
Executive by such legislation would not be violated, and that, as modern war- 
fare enlists the whole strength of a nation, the measure undoubtedly is wise. 

The project is backed by the American Legion, and it was at the Legion’s 
request that Senator Capper introduced the bill. One of the main features of 
the bill, which is causing much comment, is the provision giving the President 
authority to take steps ‘“‘to stabilize prices of service and of all commodities.” 
This would be done to preclude profiteering. 

John Thomas Taylor, vice chairman of the national legislative committee of 
the Legion, dropped a bombshell in the committee chamber when he declared: 
“There will be another emergency, and we need not blind our eyes to that.” 

Quoting Taylor’s declaration, the Washington Post (Republican) observes: 
“It may appear inconsistent for Congress to consider a bill to provide further 
for the national defense and security at a time when peace, disarmament, and 
international brotherly love occupy so much of the stage, yet the words of the 
witness quoted above convey a wholesome warning. 

“This country and the people thereof paid out many wasteful billions because 
of unpreparedness in 1917. Preparations after April, 1917, were entered into 
with a costly feverishness, and money was raised and 
spent in units of billions. The man power and ma- 
terial resources of the country were slow to mo-

go hand in hand with privilege, and that, inasmuch as all the people of this 
ecuntry enjoy the benefits guaranteed by the Constitution, it should also be 
their proud duty to defend the interests of the Nation in time of war.” 

The New York Times (Democratic) says legislation like that proposed jp 
the Capper bill is needed, “because no man can tell how unexpectedly war clouds 
may gather. We are now in a period of peace that gives Congress opportunity 
to study proposals like those of the Capper bill, make them more specific, if need 
be qualify and expand them, so that the final draft will be satisfactory to 
Congress and to the country.” 

Leading in the opposition to the bill is the Chicago Tribune (Republican), 
which journal states that the American Legion “borrowed its idea from Mus. 
solini as well as from Lenin. 

“The President is to have dictatorial powers over men and industry even 
before war is declared,” continues the Tribune. “When he thinks that things 
look dark, he is to declare that an emergency exists. The constitutional guar. 
antees will be temporarily suspended. 

“A strong-willed President, who found himself thwarted in some domestic 
policy, might find it convenient to start a little trouble with Mexico. Then he 
could say a war was pending in order to force his will upon a patriotic people,” 

Edgar Wallace, legislative representative of the American Federation of 
Labor, opposed the bill in the name of labor. He was quoted as saying: “Labor 
feels that it should not be tied down. Labor wants the right and credit of 
giving its services voluntarily, as labor did give its services voluntarily in spite 
of the fact that we were really receiving less wages during the war than we did 
before. But it did it voluntarily, and did it gladly, and would do it again under 
the same circumstances. The question arises whether 
our morale, whether our willingness to work, would 
be as great as if some one had to say to us: ‘You 








bilize, but were eventually effective and decisive.” 

Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, the able commandant 
of the Army War College, testified: “This measure 
is simply a preparedness that is far beyond an in- 
crease of 100,000 men to the Regular Army or an 
increase of 200,000 men to the National Guard. It 
is the preparedness of the whole of the necessary 
power—material and man power. It will put into 
effect all that power at least two months earlier 
than could otherwise be done, and two months in a 
future war may mean almost the difference between 
victory and defeat.” 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer (Independent) finds 
in the bill “a measure of peace-time preparedness 
for war. Those who have not youth or physical 
strength to give their country should give what they 
do have, and give it in adequate measure. 

“The Capper bill looks to a just distribution of 
the burdens of war.” 

Daniel Willard, president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, is represented as being very much in 
favor of the proposed legislation. He was quoted as 
telling the committee: “It seems to me it would be 
almost criminal, having had the experience which 
we have had in the Great War, if Congress—and 
Congress is the only body that can do it—failed to 
take advantage of that experience and take such 
steps as might be justified, so that, if unfortunately 
we should have another war, we would at least be 
able to start in the next war, so to speak, where we 
left off in the last one.” 








must do so and so; you shall not do so and so.’ That 
would be compulsion instead of voluntary service.” 

Dr. John A. Ryan, of Catholic University, noted 
lecturer on the subject of peace, appeared before 
the committee and stoutly opposed giving the Presi- 
dent such dictatorial powers. Dr. Ryan is quoted: 
“No man is wise enough or good enough to exercise 
these enormous powers, this unlimited authority. 
Our Constitution wisely provided checks upon the 
powers of the Executive through Congress and the 
courts. This bill would suspend both and make the 
President a super-czar, not only in war but even in 
peace; not only in peace but at his own discretion. 
By his own will, neither Congress nor the Supreme 
Court having the power to stop him, he could, under 
this bill, simply say, ‘War threatens,’ and auto- 
matically become absolute dictator over 115,000,000 
people.” 

Bishop Paul Jones, of the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation, also opposed the bill, and was quoted as 
saying: “If the United States had wanted to put an 
end to the World War, I think we could have done 
so very easily by withholding the aid which we gave 
during the early years to the allied countries.” 

Whereupon Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, in- 
terposed: “Then you would be preaching in German 
if we had.” 

Opposition to giving the President power to draft 
men and industry at his own discretion was voiced by 
Samuel M. Cavert, general secretary of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches, who stated that the council believed any 








Secretary of War Davis spoke thus in favoring 
the bill: “I have looked upon this not so much as a 
war measure, although it would have a tremendous 
value to the national defense, but I believe it is a measure for peace rather 
than for war. The object of war, as we see it, of course, is to win the victory. 
That is the primary object. But in all our plans we try to take into considera- 
tion that it is desirable to win the victory not only with a minimum of time but 
with a minimum expenditure of money and particularly of lives, and with the 
minimum dislocation of the industries of the country, both during the war and 
after the war.” 

The Des Moines Register (Independent Republican) asks, in commenting 
on the bill: “Considering it on the strict basis of right, with all our inherited 
or drilled-in notions dismissed for the moment, what is there really wrong with 
this formula? * * * Why, really, should the soldier serve for nothing, or 
substantially that, while capital in war gets its profit?” 

Bernard N. Baruch, former chairman of the War Industries Board, testified 
before the committee and was quoted as saying: “The resources of a country, 
some one has said, consists of five great ends: Its man power, its material 
resources, and by that we mean its raw material and manufacturing resources, 
its transportation, its fuel, and its power; the third is money; and the fourth 
maintenance, which would be food and general agricultural pursuits. The 
manner and method with which you use these four would make for the fifth, 
which, I think, is the greatest of all resources of war, and that is morale of a 

reat nation. If we conduct a war so there will be profiteering and special 
avors, there will be no morale. If it were conducted, as we all have it in our 
minds and hearts to do, as the American Legion has expressed it, ‘with equal 
service to all and special profit to none,’ you would have a good morale, and 
that is the greatest thing in a war.” 

Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune, commandant of the Marine Corps, testified in 
favor of the bill, observing: “It appears to me to be axiomatic that duty should 





program of war-time conscription should be put into force 
only by act_of Congress with reference to a_ specific 
emergency. Mr. Cavert was further quoted as saying: 

“A matter that affects so directly the moral convic- 
victions and consciences of men as conscription in time of war ought not to be put 
into effect automatically or semi-automatically, but really ought to have brought to 
bear upon it enlightened public discretion. I submit that conscription which went 
into effect on that basis, as was the case in the World War, would have a popular 
support that conscription will never have if it goes into effect by the arbitrary fiat 
delivered to one man in advance.” 


KELLOGG ARMS SPEECH AROUSES INTEREST 

Coming almost on the verge of the departure of the American delegation to the 
Geneva meeting, the first step in a second limitation of armament conference, the 
frank utterances of Secretary of State Kellogg at the annual luncheon of the Asso- 
ciated Press in New York on Apr. 20, have a significance that has aroused keen inter- 
est in Service circles. Naturally with his disposal of any possibility of further reduc 
tion in our land forces, his remarks become of more direct concern to the Navy, for 
this will be the diplomatic battlefield of the next international gathering. 

Beyond a candid statement of the willingness of this Government to foster any 
practical steps toward naval disarmament and that it would welcome any agreement 
to complete the work begun at the Washington conference, by extending the ratio 
to cruisers and other auxiliaries, naval students of the international problems involved 
see little intimation in his address of any concrete plan or definite proposals to be 
sponsored by the American delegation. No master stroke like the Hughes’ bombshell 
of the first conference is visible to the most far-sighted and the opinion is general 
that our representatives will go into the preliminary discussions primed to receive 
and consider proposals rather than to advance them. 


Just what the naval service is thinking as to the possibilities of further inter- 
national agreement and a consequent further reduction in naval armament is hard 
to find out. Judging, however, from the opinions privately expressed by a number 
of Navy officers, a cross-section of the various ranks, virtually the same differences 


of opinion prevail as is found in other well-informed circles.

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Dependents’ Bill Favorably Reported 


HE bill known popularly as the “Dependent Mothers’ Bill” has been favor- 

ably reported by the House Committee on Military Affairs, although an 
amendment suggested by the Comptroller General has been added to the ineasure 
passed by the Senate. This amendment, together with the reasons both for the 
passage of the bill and the adoption of the amendment, are set forth clearly 
in the report of the committee and accordingly extracts of the report are 
printed for the information of the many officers concerned: 

The Committee on Military Affairs, to which was referred the bill (S. 2996) to 
validate payments for commutation of quarters, heat, and light, and of rental allow- 


ances on account of dependents, having considered the same, reports thereon with the 
recommendation that it do pass with the following amendments: * * * 

That where the payee responded to a needy family condition in an amount at least equal to 
the allowances obtained by him no collection shall be made on account of payment of the allow- 


ances to him prior to July 1, 1923; and amounts heretofore collected as refund of the allow- 
ances obtained in such cases prior to July 1, 1923, notwithstanding the protest of the payee, 
either by stoppage of pay, payment in cash, allotment of pay, or offset, shall be refunded; but 
this proviso shall not be applicable where the payee has admitted there was no dependency on 
him, or where he has refused to furnish evidence of the dependency, or where the payee has 
voluntarily refunded the payments in whole or in part, or has submitted no claim for the allow- 
ances in the nature of a protest against offset of his pay as refund of the payments. 

It has not been practicable to obtain an estimate of what the direct cost to the 
Government will be in making the refunds provided for in this measure. However, 
it is well settled that such direct cost will be relatively small, as the heads of the 
Services concerned have refrained from making collections on account of these pay- 
ments pending action by Congress upon validation measures similar to the one now 
under consideration which have been pending for the past three years. The principal 
result of the measure, and the one sought primarily, is to permit officers to retain 
payments which have been paid to them in due course and which they have received 
in good faith. uit 

The committee is convinced that, as a matter of simple justice, the officers who 
received these payments in due course and in the honest belief that they were justly 
entitled thereto, should be permitted to retain them; and further, as a matter of 
justice and equity officers who have had similar payments collected from them should 
have such collections refunded. 7S ; ; oe 

The first amendment proposed is for the purpose of including within the 
scope of the measure payments made to warrant officers, field clerks, and enlisted 
men of the Army, and corresponding grades in the other Services, as well as those 
made to commissioned officers. : 

The second amendment * * * is for the purpose of so defining the cases to 
be covered as to meet the views in this respect of both the Comptroller General’s office 
and the War Department.

ARRANT RANK FOR MARINE CORPS.—The loyal, faithful and efficient 

pay clerks and warrant officers of the Marine Corps, to quote the language 
used by Major General Lejeune, commandant of the Marine Corps, before the 
Senate Naval Committee on Thursday, are to receive the reward they deserve. 
The committee has decided to report favorably the bill passed by the House to 
establish the warrant grade of pay clerk and the commissioned warrant grades 
of chief Marine gunner, chief Quartermaster clerk and chief pay clerk. _This 
will provide the same status for these officers of the Marine Corps now enjoyed 
by the Navy. } , ; 

The committee postponed until next week the hearing on the bill to adjust 
the pay of commissioned warrant officers of the Navy. Secretary Wilbur has 
suggested that the loose language of the bill be modified so as to provide that 
only the commissioned warrant officers concerned by the act be benefited. The 
original language might be interpreted as limiting the amount of allowances 
of any officer of any of the Services to $5,000 annually. 

‘ENATE FAVORS NAVY HOSPITAL BILL.—The Senate Naval Committee 

will report favorably the bill passed by the House authorizing additional 
hospital construction in the sums mentioned at Great Lakes, IIl., $200,000; 
Puget Sound, $32,000; San Diego, $150,000; Pearl Harbor, $35,000, and Guam, 
$18,000. Rear Adm. E. R. Stitt, Surgeon General, and Rear Adm. L. E. 
Gregory, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, advocated these hospital 
improvements before the committee. Pe 

S.S. MEMPHIS TO RELIEVE PITTSBURGH.—Orders issued by the Navy 

Department for the U.S. light cruiser Memphis to.relieve the cruiser Pitts- 
burgh as flagship of the naval Forces in Europe, issued on April 20, marks a 
new policy. In the future, this change will be made annually, conforming to 
the policy in force regarding the destroyer divisions, obviating transportation 
of officers and men, and giving opportunity to greater numbers of officers for 
European service, which is much coveted. : 

The Memphis, commanded by Capt. Henry Lackey, will leave Newport about 
June 17, her annual overhaul period at the Philadelphia Yard having been 
advanced, and on arrival in European waters will relieve the Pittsburgh, which 
will return to the states and go to the Norfolk Yard for an overhaul. As soon 
as this is completed, she will sail for the Asiatic station to relieve the Huron 
as flagship. The Huron on her return to the United States will go out of com- 
mission, ? f 

Destroyer Division 25, commanded by Capt. W. W. Galbraith, will probably 
leave Newport for European waters with the Memphis. ; 

The action of the department in assigning the Memphis to her new post 
came as a surprise, as it was generally understood that the Pittsburgh, which 
is reported in good condition, would stay in European waters for another year 
at least. Several officers have only recently been assigned to the Pittsburgh, 
anticipating a tour of duty in Europe.

Congress Asked to Stop Compulsory Drills 


= House Committee on Military Affairs has complied with urgent pacifist 

requests to grant a hearing on a bill prohibiting compulsory military train- 
ing. The hearing will take place on next Thursday. The pacifists are in high 
feather because they believe they have made the first step toward realizing 
their purpose to render the country helpless. Friends of the Services are 
equally satisfied with the opportunity to demonstrate to Congress and the coun- 
try the facts behind the pacifist movement. Consequently, there will be quite 
an array of witnesses presenting the case of both sides. The anti-training advo- 
cates will include representatives of the Society of Friends, the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and Freedom, the Committee on Militarism in Edu- 
cation, and other high soundingly named bodies. It will be interesting to ascer- 
tain the extent of the membership of these various organizations, and the origin 
of the funds for their support; and questions to this effect undoubtedly will be 
asked by members of the committee. 

The pacifists are endeavoring to impress the committee with the view that 
school sentiment is back of their action. The Committee on Militarism in Edu- 
cation, headed by one John Nevin Sayre, of New York, has declared the fol- 
lowing educators endorse their policy: David Starr Jordan, one time president 
of Stanford University, California; Arthur E. Morgan, president of Antioch 
College, Yellow Springs, Ohio, and H. A. Garfield, president of Williams College, 
Williamstown, Mass., the advocate of international conferences, cancellation of 
debts, etc. Raymond B, Fosdick, of tepid fame, also will appear. In view of 
the hearing the timely publication of the Marvin articles in the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL is regarded as particularly appropriate by all advocates of ade- 
quate and proper national defense. 

The War Department will be represented at the hearing by Majs. G. A. 
Lynch and B. B. Lincoln, of the General Staff. The following report on the 
anti-training bill has been made by Secretary Davis: 

The changes that will be brought about in existing law by the proposed legislation and the 
effect of such changes, stated briefly, are as follows: It would prohibit the detail of officers 
of the Army or other Government employes from teaching any course of military training in 
any university, college, school or other educational institution, other than essentially military 
schools, if such institution requires any student to pursue such course as a prerequisite for 
graduation or for any other reason. 

The proposed legislation should not be enacted into law for the following reasons: At 
present compulsory military training is in force either because of a state law or a school regu- 
lation, not because of a War Department requirement, and it is believed that it should continue 
to rest with the state or school authorities to determine whether military training should be 
compulsory. If compulsory it can be made more effective and should therefore receive support 
from the War Department. The R.O.T.C. is our most dependable and most economic source 
of material for Reserve officers and so every school maintaining a satisfactory course of mili- 
tary training, either compulsory or elective, should to the full extent of funds available, receive 
the support of the War Department in the supply of instructors and equipment. 

The proposed legislation is to serve as the first step toward doing away with elective train- 
ing. This is shown in announced intentions of the Committee on Military Training, 387 Bible 
House, Astor Place, New York City, contained in a pamphlet by Winthrop Lane, entitled “Mili- 
tary Training in Schools and Colleges of the United States—the Facts and an Interpretation.” 
It would be a mistake to allow them to get this entering wedge. 


HE NAVY MAY HAVE AN AIR “TIN LIZZIE.”—The mystery of the con- 

tinued disagreement of the conferees on the naval appropriation bill at last 
has been solved. 

It is the “tin lizzie” among airships which is responsible for the inability 
to adjust the differences between the two Houses. 

The House incorporated in its naval bill an appropriation of $300,000 for 
the construction of an all metal airship. 

The Senate omitted the provision from the measure it adopted. 

The House conferees insist they will not have the thousand enlisted men 
which the Senate added to the force of 82,000 men fixed by the lower chamber. 
Nor will these conferees agree to the continuance of the Lakehurst station. 

These gentlemen always go back to the “tin lizzie.” 

The Senate conferees say they want the thousand men and the Lakehurst 
station and will not have the metal airship. 

Here’s where the trade will come. If the Senate gives the metal airship, 
undoubtedly the House conferees will: accede to the 83,000 men approved by 
the Senate and the Lakehurst station.

FFICERS AND MEN ON FOREIGN SERVICE EXEMPT FROM INCOME 

TAX.—Those officers and men of the Services now on foreign duty, and 
those likely to be ordered to foreign duty will find a recent decision of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau most pleasing. It exempts them from paying income 
tax, 

The law, as set out in the revenue act of 1926, says: Members of the foreign 
service of the United States, and officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, who are stationed without the United States for more than 
six months during the taxable year, are bona fide nonresidents of the United 
States within the meaning of section 213(b)14 of the revenue act of 1926, and 
are entitled to exemption from tax on their compensation for services ren- 
dered without the United States which is earned income as defined in section 
209 of said act.

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New Plans for Divisional Rifle Matches 











EN. BIRD W. SPENCER, National Guard of New Jersey, one of the best 

authorities on rifle practice in the United States, and one of its oldest 
exponents, believes that the cause of rifle practice can be more efficiently prose- 
cuted by arranging to hold a divisional competition in different Corps Areas, 
and that they will not cost as much as the national matches. There are many 
persons qualified to judge, it is said, who believe that better results can be 
obtained by divisional matches. This recommendation and others made by 
General Spencer are considered of great importance, especially from the prac- 
tical standpoint. He does not believe that the cause of rifle practice will be 
hurt by holding the national matches every two years. 

Adj. Gen. Frederick Gilkyson, of New Jersey, has endorsed the project, 
and is prepared to seek the cooperation of the other adjutants general in the 
lst, 2d and 3d Corps Areas. 

The New Jersey State Rifle Association stands ready to hold a divisional 
competition on the splendid range at Sea Girt, N. J., immediately preceding 
the annual Sea Girt shooting tournament in September next. 


Officers who have made a study of General Spencer’s plan of divisional com- 
petition declare that in arranging the divisional matches it should be obligatory 
to have the Service teams made up from those performing actual duty within 
the Corps Area, and that if such a rule is adhered to strictly it will make a 
much fairer match and would avoid any possible controversy. 

General Spencer in a recent letter to the Adjutant General of New Jersey, 
explaining his plan for divisional competitions, points out that the appropriations 
in the past for the national matches have been approximately $250,000 and that 
this does not take into account the estimates of the overhead expenses of 
the personnel of probably 400 to 500 officers and other expenses at Camp Perry 
of tue various departments. He states: “The question has naturally arisen, 
whether the benefit of the national match to the Regular Establishment, the 
National Guard and civilians warrants the amount expended for an annual com- 
petition.” 

In the course of his letter General Spencer refers to some competitions at 
the national matches of 1924 where the R.O.T.C. and the C.M.T.C. teams did 
not fire the national match during the period when the Regulars, National 
Guard, and civilian teams fired. He says: “Their scores appear to have been 
made at some other time, and possibly at some other place at an earlier date, 
but were included in the national match scores, and standings in the big team 
events were awarded accordingly. There is no adverse criticism of this, but it 
bears out very largely the suggestion that a divisional competition is almost 
a necessity in order to successfully carry out the plan of the match.” 


General Spencer points out that New Jersey has been represented by a 
team in the national match in every competition since 1903, but even if Con- 
gress had granted the annual appropriation for 1926 national matches there 
was a serious inclination not to send a New Jersey team to Camp Perry this 
year. General Spencer in his letter further says: 


If divisional competitions, annually or every second year, are deemed advisable— 
as a tentative suggestion, the troops comprised in the various Corps Areas might 
possibly be made the basis of the five divisions: 


First Division: First, Second and Third Corps Areas. 
Second Division: Fourth Corps Area. 

Third Division: Fifth and Sixth Corps Areas. 
Fourth Division: Seventh and Highth Corps Area. 
Fifth Division: Ninth Corps Area. 

Regular officers accepting a National Guard commission should be prohibited from 
serving as shooting members of National Guard teams. Confine the Regular Estab- 
lishment teams to troops definitely located in the Corps Area, and prohibit the transfer 
from one Corps Area to another in order to strengthen the teams in any particular 
division. 

I am not unmindful of the strong support of marksmanship by the Marine Corps, 
and I firmly believe that their enthusiasm and the untiring efforts of the Marine 
Corps officers has probably done more than anything else during the past 20 years 
to create a high grade of marksmanship. I realize that it may be difficult to select 
divisional teams from the Marine Corps, but I have such a high regard for the 
sportsmanship of the Marine Corps officers, from the major general down, that I 
believe they would gladly adjust their teams to these amended conditions, so that each 
team would be a fair representation of the Marine Corps. 

No advantage should be given to Service teams or to any particular state teams 
in the matter of rifles and ammunition. In 1924 the states were unable to obtain 
any of the 1924 rifles or any of the 1924 ammunition. whereas both rifles and ammuni- 
tion of this class were freely issued to Service teams. ‘This is not said as a criticism 
of the Service teams, but as a matter of fairness between Service teams and National 
Guard teams competing for the same prizes. 

It goes without saying that the cost under this plan would be much less than the 
present cost of the national match, and there are those of us who believe that even 
better results might be obtained. 

I would recommend, therefore, that the national match competitions be held in the 
even years and divisional competitions in the odd years, beginning divisional com- 
petitions in 1925. 

I would also recommend that the matches of the National Rifle Association be not 
held during the national match period, but that the National Rifle Association matches, 
which would pay for themselves, be shot at various points where state competitions 
are held, moving from year to year to different points. For instance, Waketield one 
year, Peekskill another year, Mt. Gretna, Pa., another year, and Sea Girt another 
year, and so on. This will result in less number of days attendance by the various 
state teams and will be in the interest of economy as well as for inducements for state 
teams to attend. 
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paaenenr TO SIGN ARMY FIELD CLERKS’ BILL.—The bill to appoint

ENATE PASSES BILL RAISING CHAPLAINS’ RANK.—The bill providing 

that chaplains shall hereafter have rank pay and allowances according to 
length of active commissioned service in the Army or since April 6, 1917, in 
the National Guard while in active service was passed by the Senate April 22. 

Under the provisions of the bill, when a chaplain has served less than five 
years, his rank is that of first lieutenant; 5 to 14 years, captain; 14 to 20 years, 
major; over 20 years, lieutenant colonel. The bill also created the rank of 
brigadier general for the chief of chaplains. 

The measure is yet to be concurred in by the House.

The statement explaining the plan and the text of the plan follow: ; 


The general plan recommended by this com- 
mittee is so designed as to apply to any war 
plan. The plan provides that in a minor effort 
the superagency will not be erected, the con- 
tributory procurement plans of the Army and 
Navy being ample to care for such a situation. 
In a war of sufficient magnitude to require 
selective service the superagency will be created 
and will function. The plan prescribes the basic 
functions of the superagency, and suggests, but 
does not prescribe, the detailed policies and 
methods of execution that may be applicable 
under varying conditions. The board may there- 
fore, upon being created, proceed under this 
plan to formulate such policies and methods 
as are applicable to a particular situation and 
to function effectively without delays. The 
organization is sufficiently flexible to meet any 
situation. 

The plan provides that although the super- 
agency will be called into being as a whole 
it will assume its functions gradually as neces- 
sity arises for the various groups to act. The 
chairman of the board and the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War are made the judges of the proper 
time for any part of the superagency to begin 
to function. There is a difference to note here 
between the “coming into being’’ and the “‘be- 
ginning to function.” Disagreement would 
necessarily be carried to higher authority. 

The plan contemplates its being actually de- 
veloped by the Assistant Secretary of War sepa- 
rate from but coordinated with his contributory 
procurement plans. It further contemplates the 
transfer of functions and personnel from the 
office of the Assistant Secretary of War to the 
superagency. 

For instance, the chairman of the industrial 
strategy board will decide to take over the con- 
trol of a commodity such as tin. By agreement 
with the Assistant Secretary of War he may 
take a part of the personnel and records of the 
tin commodity committee of the Assistant Secre- 
tary and will thereafter exercise certain func- 
tions in relation to that commodity. 

The contributory procurement plans of the 
Assistant Secretary will be adapted to a specific 
war plan by varying the plans of the supply 
branches. The directive of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War to the supply branches should pre- 
scribe that these will be so prepared as to be 
readily varied to fit changes in the actual situ- 
ation presented. 


GENERAL INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION 
PLAN, BASIC PLAN, 1925 


I Purpose 


1. General.—To organize, coordinate, and di- 
rect the full economic resources of the Nation 
toward winning the war. 

2. Specific.—(a) To regulate the use of basic 
economic elements to meet the needs of the 
armed forces, civilian population, allies and 
foreign trade.

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RMY BILL TO CLIP COMPTROLLER’S POWER.—The Comptroller’s inter- 
A pretation of his powers in regard to the War Department and the National 
Guard will be greatly curtailed if a bill introduced by Representative Morin 
Apr. 20 at the request of the Secretary of War, is passed by Congress. 

The salient features of the bill are: 

1. An amendment of the national defense act in regard to special training 
of National Guard personnel rendering the present provisions less restrictive 
and preventing rulings by the Comptroller questioning the authority of the 
War Department to hold schools for State Adjutants General, etc. A special 
section would validate payments for attendance at adjutants general schools 
during 1924 and 1925. 

2. A section to entitle National Guard officers who become sick while pur- 
suing a course of training at a Service school to pay and allowances. The 
Comptroller has ruled otherwise. , ; 

3. A section to validate armory drill pay which was disallowed by Comp- 
roller. 

In explaining the sections of the bill, the Secretary of War states, in part: 

Frequently there are occasions when it is desirable to assemble selected National 
Guard personnel for special training. In the past such training has included four- 
day schools for officers preparatory to the annual encampments of their organizations 
state rifle competitions and schcols or conferences for property and disburging offi- 
cers and state adjutants general. 

The section as now in effect has been given liberal interpretation by the War 

* 


Department. * * All of this special training has been worthwhile and the 
authority therefore was not questioned until Oct. 28, 1925, when the Comptroller 
General in a decision of that date ruled adversely on schools for state adjutants 
general, Later he reopened and disallowed payments made to National Guard officers 
who attended schools in 1924-1925 and also payments for traveling expenses made 
to a few Army officers who were ordered to participate in such schools. 


It is desirable to amend the section to make it less restrictive so that there may 
be no question about the authority to hold special training of the nature described

The Comptroller General held that an officer of the National Guard 
who becomes sick and is sent to the hospital while pursuing a course at a service 
school is not in actual attendance at the school and so is not entitled to pay and 
allowances. It is believed that this is unjust and that during periods of authorized 
attendance at schools National Guard personnel becoming sick in line of duty should 
receive their pay and allowances. It appears probable that the Comptroller would 
make a similar decision as to sickness in hospital during the training provided for by 
sections 94 and 97, national defense act, if specific cases under these sections were 
submitted to him. To obviate the possibility of such adverse decision it is desirable 
that the proposed change as to sickness in line cf duty be made applicable to training 
under these sections. * * * 

While this section now authorizes pay: and allowances for the necessary periods 
ot travel from and to home stations, there is no provision that such pay and allow- 
ances may be paid prior to departure from the Service school. Such advance pay- 
ment is advisable to permit an officer to discharge his mess and other bills at the 
school and to furnish him the necessary money for traveling expenses to his home. 

Section 4 validates payments of armory drill pay heretofore made to National 
Guard enlisted men who attend less than 60 percent of the drills or other exercises 
prescribed for their organization during any month. The reasons for the changes are: 

For some time immediately prior to June 6, 1924, section 110, national defense 
act, which provides for armory drill pay for enlisted men of the National Guard, con- 
tained the following proviso: 

“That no enlisted man shall receive any pay under the provisions of this section 
for any month in which he shall have attended less than 60 percent of the drills or 
other exercises prescribed for his organization.” 

When this provision was in force it often happened that for periods of less than 
a calendar month at the beginning and end of enlistments, enlisted men received no 
pay, although they attended all of the drills prescribed for their organizations during 
such periods. * * * ‘This situation was obviously unfair and was corrected by 
section 7 of the act of June 6, 1924, which eliminated the 60 percent requirement 
from section 110. When section 7 of the act of June 16, 1924, was proposed, it 
was not brought to my attention that finance officers of the Army who paid armory 
drill pay had made payments to enlisted men for months in which the 60 percent 
requirement was not met. These payments, which have now been disallowed, should 
be validated and the proposed provision is for this purpose. 

The first section of the bill provides that one caretaker authorized for each 
heavier-than-air squadron in the National Guard be a commissioned officer in 
the grade of lieutenant.

EDUCTION OF NONCOMMISSIONED OFFICERS, U.S.A.—The War De- 

partment, much against its will, is framing orders which shortly will be 
issued effecting a material reduction in the number of noncommissioned officers 
of the Regular Army now assigned to duty with the R.O.T.C. units in various 
schools and colleges throughout the country as instructor sergeants. 

The reduction and redistribution of these noncoms must be made in order 
to make up for a “saving” ordered by Congress in the pay of the Army for 
the fiscal year 1927. War Department officers predict that before the year is 
out, Congress, instead of feeling that its “saving” was wise, will realize that 
it dealt a serious blow to the national defense in robbing schools of these men 
so valuable to youths and who were the best examples of soldierly qualities. 

Since the military units were installed in all the leading universities, it has 
been the policy of the department to detail to them sergeants and specialists, 
for the most part “old-timers,” of known all round efficiency and steady habits. 
They form the best personal contact with the students, are invaluable to them, 
and will be badly missed say those who know. 


NJ AVY AVIATORS RECORDS.—Intense rivalry has developed among the 

younger U.S. Navy aviators, whose records as racing pilots have been 
established, over the choice of pilots for the three planes the Navy will have 
entered in the Schneider Cup races next fall. Seven of them are under con- 
sideration and a proposal to have the racing pilots chosen by competition is 
under consideration by the Bureau of Navigation. Under this plan prelimi- 
nary speed contests would be held and the winners assigned to pilot the planes 
in the big race. 

The seven pilots, all of whom have made names for themselves as “aerial 
speed demons,” slated as having a chance for the big event of the year are:

f[.HE FUTURE COMMAND OF THE FLEET.—Back of the rumored re- 

linquishment this fall, after one year’s occupancy, by Adm. S. S. Robison, 
U.S.N., of his present duty as commander-in-chief of the U.S. Fleet, is a con- 
templated change of departmental policy. Under the existing order this coveted 
position is held for two years, and it has become a tacit understanding that the 
commander-in-chief of the Battle Fleet automatically “steps up” to fill the 
vacancy. Thus for four years an officer is either in command of all the forces 
afloat or second in command. 

In influential quarters in the Navy the contention is being advanced that 
this period is too long and restricts too severely the number of officers in the 
upper grade who can hope to reach this ultimate goal of every officer’s career. 
The argument is being advanced that in time of war a number of the higher 
commands entail responsibilities greater than those of the commander-in-chief 
in peace times, and that as many officers as possible, having demonstrated 
their fitness, should be given the opportunity to command the fleet as the experi- 
ence thus gained would fit them for the auxiliary command in a war-time 
enlarged Navy. 

There are indications that this opinion will prevail, and that Admiral 
Robison’s action will open the way for a change of policy to make the tour 
of duty of the commander-in-chief one year instead of two as at present, 





TOPPING 1926 AGE-IN-GRADE RETIREMENTS.—Regardless of the pos- 

sible enactment of the Navy line personnel bill this session, the Navy De- 
partment is taking steps to prevent the automatic age-in-grade retirements 
of five captains of the line and one commander, through the introduction of a 
bill embodying the service-in-grade provisions of the personnel measure. 

The bill would operate to automatically retire only those officers of the 
Navy in the grade of captain whose total commissioned service was 35 years. 
In the cases of commanders, the provision would limit automatic retirements 
to officers whose commissioned service totaled 21 years. 


NOTHER UNIFORM CHANGE SUGGESTED.—The War Department may 

be asked to make still another change in the Army uniform, despite the 
fact that it only recently turned down a proposal to allow the use of a colored 
stripe down the side of black trousers worn with dinner jackets. The latest 
agitation is said to favor the adoption of a double breast for the lapel collar 
coats. This design is favored to do away with the necessity of having the top 
button so near to the chin, and to make room on the breast of the uniform for 
insignia, etc. As at present designed, the coat lapels, when the coat is the 
least bit tight, turn out just a bit, like wings, making the wearer appear 
cramped. Many officers believe that the adoption of a double-breasted coat 
would do away with this defect.

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COL. SILLMAN, U.S.A., TO RETIRE 


Lt. Col. Robert H. Sillman, Inf., U.S.A., 
who has been under treatment in the Army 
and Navy General Hospital at Hot 
Springs, Ark., will retire on May 3, 1926, 
on reaching the age of 64 years. Colonel 
Sillman distinguished himself in battle dur- 
ing the War with Spain, and was awarded 
the D.S.C. for his bravery. 

“Colonel Sillman,” says the citation, 
“(then sergeant in the Astor Battery), dis- 
played extraordinary heroism in action be- 
fore Manila, P. I. Aug. 13, 1898. He 
gallantly took part, until disabled by a 
Spanish bullet, in « charge on the enemy’s 
breastworks, volunteers having been called 
for by the brigadier general commanding.” 

Among other duties Colonel Sillman 
served at Viadivostok, Russia, during the 
World War, assisted in the organization of 
the 18th Division, served on the Texas 
border, and three years in China with the 
15th Infantry, and was also on duty as 
military attache at Pekin, China. 

Colonel Sillman is a New Yorker and 
was a cadet at West Point from Sept. 1, 
1883, to Jan. 16, 1884. At the outbreak 
of the War with Spain he joined the Astor 
Battery as a private. His first commission 
in the Regular Army was as a first lieu- 
tenant of Infantry in 1901. During the 
insurrection in the Philippines he served 
in campaigns there as a second lieutenant 
of the 26th U.S. Volunteer Infantry. Dur- 
ing the World War he held a temporary 
rank of colonel.

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ACANCIES IN CORPS OF ENGINEERS, U.S.A.—The single list for pro- 

motion in the Army has created vacancies in the higher grades of the Engi- 
neer Corps that the Chief of Engineers is finding difficult to fill. The War 
Department has authorized the transfer of sufficient officers from other branches 
who possess the necessary qualifications, to make up the shortage. However, it 
is feared that a sufficient number of properly trained officers will be hard to 
find in the grades desired. Moreover, the influx of inexperienced officers in 
engineering of higher rank.is not going to be pleasing to junior officers, it is 
held, already in the corps. Some officers in the Engineer branch indicate that 
they would rather see the vacancies filled by the addition of lieutenants, 
rather than with older men, so that the young officers could be properly trained 
to carry on the technical work that each year costs the Government between 
$60,000,000 and $80,000,000. 

The number of vacancies in the various grades at present are: Colonel, 31; 
lieutenant colonel, 9; major, 45, and captain, 26. The corps has 23 first lieu- 
tenants and 21 second lieutenants more than the number authorized. Very few 
or no colonels or lieutenant colonels will be transferred from other grades, 
according to reports, as it is felt that it would be impossible for older men to 
take up the important work that their rank would require unless they had had 
years of practical experience in the departments work. 

The War Department has announced that consideration will be given to 
applications for transfer to the Corps of Engineers from officers who by educa- 
tion or experience have shown that they are qualified to assume charge of engi- 
neering work, and whose qualifications correspond to the following: 

a. Graduation with a degree of engineering from an educational institution 
in the upper quarter of the class, or graduation from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy in the upper quarter of the class. 

b. In the event that the record of the applicant shows successful work along 
engineering lines, educational qualifications may be waived. 

c. It is desirable in the case of officers desiring transfer that the maximum 
age in the grade of major be 42 years and in the grade of captain 35 years. 

Adhering to this plan, the War Department hopes to effect the transfer of 
a sufficient number of properly educated and experienced officers to carry on 
the work of the Corps of Engineers. 


EW BUILDINGS AT FT. MONMOUTH, N. J.—A board of officers consist- 

ing of Maj. Gen. Charles McK. Saltzman, Col. John E. Hemphill, Col. 
Francis B. Wheaton and Col. James B. Allison, U.S.A., commanding at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N. J., met at Ft. Monmouth a few days ago to consider the building of 
new barracks and a hospital at the post. As a result of the conference it was 
decided, it is understood, to build four barracks and a hospital. 

The barracks, it is estimated, will cost about $550,000. The hospital, which 
is to cost about $100,000, will it is thought, be located in the rear of the barracks 
facing the Service Club 

No date has yet been set for the beginning of construction work, and before 
this is undertaken a number of old buildings will have to be torn down. 


SING THE REGIMENTAL FUND.—A post commander in the 8th Corps 
Area recently asked Corps Area Headquarters for a proper interpretation 
of Army Regular 210-50 insofar as the regimental fund is concerned, as the 
regulation in question was not entirely clear to him. In this connection he asked: 

Does the regimental fund come under paragraph 4-b, Army Regulations 210-507 

The question arises occasionally whether portions of this fund can be used in the Service Club 
and Officers Club. 

At the Officers Club a great many functions are held from time to time which are of 
great benefit to the regiment, camp and service in general. For example, entertainment aad 
messing of Reserve Officer, entertainment of high Mexican Government officials when visiting 
*2e¢ ¢ ¢ * ete. The Officers Club must keep up its good appearance by having on hand 
the usual appurtenance of such a club—chairs, linen, dishes, etc. The officers of the post feel 
that at times a proportionate share of these expenses should be borne by ‘the regimental fund 
as these mentioned functions are of such distinct benefit to the entire command and the 
service in general. 

If the regimental fund comes under paragraph 4-b, Army Regulations 210-50, it would 
seem to this office that limited expenditures as indicated above would be both proper and 
desirable. 

In answer to the above questions, Major General Hinds, commanding the 8th 
Corps Area, said: 

It is the opinion of these headquarters that the regimental fund falls under paragraph 
4-b of Army Regulations 210-50. 

It is not believed that expenditures from a regimental fund can properly be made for the 
equipment or maintenance of an Officers Club or for entertainments given by the Commanding 
Officer or by officers of a post or regiment. Such expenses can be met, under present regula- 
tions and customs of the service, only by the personal funds of the officer or officers concerned 
or from funds of an Officers Club—regimental or garrison, etc. 

It is the opinion of these headquarters that the problem of entertainments participated in 
caly wy officers and their guests is similar to that pertaining to athletics engaged in exclusively 

y officers. 


UP FOR PISTOL SHOTS FOR REGULAR ARMY, NATIONAL GUARD 

AND RESERVES.—Col. Thatcher T. B. Luquer, of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, has contributed a cup for a 2d Corps Area team pistol competition 
which will embrace timed fire, rapid fire, and quick fire. The latter stage will 
be fired at a bobbing target. The competition will be open to all teams of 
five shooting members (commissioned and enlisted), and the team captain will 
be a commissioned officer. Teams from the Regular Army, National Guard 
and Organized Reserves are eligible to compete. The competition will be held 
at Ft. Hancock, N. J., on June 11, 1926. Entries must be made before 12 
o’clock noon on the day of the match, and the Colt automatic pistol, caliber .45, 
model of 1911, must be used as issued, except that the front sight may be of 
commercial manufacture similar in design to the issue sight, though different 
in dimensions.

Marvin Lights the Bomb 


The intense interest aroused by our publication of the first article of the 
series exposing the sinister motives of the down-at-the-bottom forces advocating 
pacifism in the United States is being manifested by the letters deluging the 
Editor of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL. We are being praised and condemned, 
praised by those who realize that in a world of the conditions now existing 
proper national defense is essential to our security, condemned by those who 
actuated by hatred of our institutions or misled by propaganda seek to deprive 
us of the means of self-protection. “The introductory Marvin article,” wrote 
one citizen of Chicago, “is a promise of revelations which must concern every 
patriot.” “May I not hope,” suggests a resident of Cleveland, “that you send 
the JOURNAL to the members of our local board in order that they may know 
how they are unconsciously serving the enemies of our country.” “I wish the 
Marvin articles could be placed in every home,” writes an enthusiast in Cin- 
cinnati, “for the awakening of our people to the foreign burrowing at our 
foundations is ardently to be desired.”” And then we have the other side, which 
charges that the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL is militaristic, prejudiced “and 
unwilling to reveal the fact that the country is being militarized.” 


We are Opposed to Militarism 


Naturally we are pleased with the praise we are receiving. And we are 
not concerned with the attacks. It may interest those who are assailing us to 
know that Mr. Marvin was selected to make the investigation into pacifistic 
activities because as a newspaper man his business and inclination are to get 
the facts and to present them without fear or favor. We do not know Mr. 
Marvin personally, never have met him. His articles are word for word as 
he has prepared them. No change of any description has been made in them. 
We are proud to represent the Army and Navy. To say we are militaristic 
because we endeavor to speak for the Services is in the usual pacifist vein of 
coloring red whatever they may see. The farmer of the American Revolution 
would have been a militarist to them. There is such a thing as truth, and it is 
truth alone which guides the pen of Mr. Marvin. His coming articles will 
deal exclusively with facts, and those facts unquestionably will establish the 
necessity of the American people being on guard against a movement designed 
to destroy their well being. We earnestly commend them to the attention of 
our readers and those whom our readers can reach. 





Compulsory Training and Congress 


That the articles are timely is perhaps best shown by the assault being 
made on Congress to amend the National Defense Act so as to prohibit com- 
pulsory military training in schools. The proponents of this change dare not 
seek the abolition of all military training; they feel they have not yet reached 
the point where their propaganda would produce this result. So they are 
stepping cautiously, endeavoring first to abolish “compulsory” training, and 
then they will attempt to forbid all such training. The House Military Com- 
mittee has agreed to hold a hearing on the subject on Apr. 29. The usual 
advocates of non-training will appear to present their views, and we find among 
them our old friend David Starr Jordan, whose pro-Kaiser attitude during the 
World War subjected him to severe criticism, and H. A. Garfield, president 
of Williams College, of Williamstown, Mass., whose international conferences 
have created in his community an international point of view as opposed to the 
American point of view. We have been always suspicious of those Williams- 
town conferences, and some day we will hope to get the facts which inspired 
their creation and what the purpose of their continuance is. Perhaps Mr. 
Garfield’s examination will be productive of information in this respect. The 
committee will of course listen to representatives of the Government who will 
furnish compelling reasons why the law should not be modified. 


New York Should Reelect Wadsworth 


James W. Wadsworth, Jr., is a candidate for reelection to the United States 
Senate. To the country, as well as to the Army, this is a matter of direct im- 
portance. As a Senator, Mr. Wadsworth has distinguished himself by the 
saneness and clarity of his views on great public questions, and by the wise 
judgment of his decisions. As a leader of the Republican Party he has stood 
for and insisted on the observance of principles, which were not only sound 
for the party’s existence and progress, but vital for the prosperity and develop- 
ment of the people. As chairman of the Military Committee of the Senate, he 
applied his ripe experience, his thorough knowledge of the Service and service 
conditions, and his delicate appreciation of public opinion in the development of 
adequate national defense. Mr. Wadsworth is being opposed by the fanatic, 
the faddist, and the pacifist. Surely opposition from such sources will be 
regarded as proof of the high patriotism he has shown in the discharge of the 
duties of the office entrusted to him by the people of New York. Everything 
we hear indicates that Mr. Wadsworth will be renominated without difficulty, 
and with conditions as they are now in the Empire State his victory next 
November is inevitable. New York can make no mistake in keeping in the 
highest councils of the Government a man of such great influence and ability, 
a guardian of its interests and advocate of its needs, and a protector of the 
honor and dignity of the United States. 


Field Clerks and Warrant Rank 


There will be sincere gratification throughout the Army at the action of 
the Congress in placing upon the statute books the law promoting Army field 
clerks and field clerks, %. .C., to the grade of warrant officers. Earnest, faith- 
ful and efficient, the men who have discharged the duties of these positions 
merit the new dignity which is to be conferred upon them. More than this. 
the action of Congress will be valuable in promoting the morale of the enlisted 
forces. We believe the wisdom of Congress in this respect will be evidenced by 
the better spirit which will result. Nothing is more conducive to laxness 
and inefficiency than a final bar to career, and the new grade opened to the 
Army field clerks will stimulate ambition and thereby add to accomplishment.

AN APPRECIATION OF THE WAR DEPT. 


Editor of Army and Navy Journal: 

It is seldom that the War Department learn 
that it bas done something that pu.eases some 
one, so | write to express appreciation of the 
changes in uniform. 

For over a generation I have had my neck 
choked, and I was very uncomfortable. Now | 
can work without unbuttoning my collar; ang 
I can even be comiortavie at nome without 
changing my clothes. At first, I thought the 
my neck would not be as good-looking when 
exposed as when choked; but that was no 
correct—my neck is better looking when up. 
choked. 

For nearly a generation my legs have been 
incased in cast-iron (leather) sheaths, and my 
legs were choked. Now they are no longer 
choked, and are not worse looking. 

Altogether I am now quite comfortable, the 
choking being removed from neck and legs. | 
is past my understanding ; they never did things 
like that betore. 

Now, if the War Department will continue 
this unprecedented work, and give us something 
to take the piace of this ditch-digger's ciotn 
that was foisted on us some 25 years ago, I shajj 
rise up and call them biessed. ‘lo do this, | 
recommend three things. 

First: Put some red, yellow, white, etc., stripes, 
lapels, or anything on the uniform. ‘This would 
not work with the present uniform, as it would 
be about as effective as pinning a rose on 4 
laborer ; therefore, we must— 

Second: Change the color of our uniform. 
Any good coior will do—biue, green, grey, red, 
anything that has any color at all. But some 
of these colors would be discarded in time of 
war, and we would have to change our uniform 
in war, so we must— 

Third: Select a color which will do both in 
field and garrison. By selecting a color which 
will be the same for war and peace service, we 
would not have to buy more than one kind of 
uniform and could wear the newest in garrison 
and the least new in the field. ‘The only colors 
that would suit for both cases are sky blue 
(which the Air Service wanted) or grey (similar 
to cadet grey). 

Being a grateful person and already grateful 
for past favors, I know that I shall be grate 
ful tor future favors. I caiculate that a sky 
blue or grey uniform will save me more than 
$100 a year. Therefore, I hereby agree to con- 
tribute 10 percent of my savings (if we geta 
sky blue or grey uniform) for as many yeat 
as may be necessary to erect a large statue in 
LaFayette Square to the man who gives us 
such a uniform. If the 12,000 (7) ofticers of 
the U.S. Army will be equaliy grateful, we can 
raise $600,000 in five years for such a statue. 

I am not altogether without hope. The War 
Department is now doing surprising things. | 
have read that we can not get the dyes for olive 
drab. I suggest that all other dyes (except sky 
blue or grey) eat up the cloth. I think that, 
if pushed, other similar suggestions could be ob 
tained. So, I live in hope of contributing $10 
a year for a large and elegant statue to some 
one who continues the good work now being 
earried on with so much judgment.

ARMY PROMOTION AND STAGNATION 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 


There has been much said in the Service 
papers recently about the promotion status of 
the Army, but no figures have as yet been 
quoted to show just the status of hundreds of 
officers and the prospects they have for ad 
vancement in the Service the way the list now 
stands. I know of a first lieutenant who came 
in the Service as such on the Ist of July, 1920, 
who has lost files since that time instead of gain- 
ing. The promotion list in 1920 showed him to 
be about 1,200 files from a captaincy, and now, 
after five years, he is about 1,300 numbers down 
the list. The reason? Of course, the demotion 
and reduction in 1922 hurt quite a bit. 


But the biggest obstacle that this officer 
bumped into was the fact that the list was com- 
piled in 1920, so that hundreds of originally 
appointed second lieutenants were placed ahead 
of this officer. If that had not been the case, 
and the captains, first and second lieutenants 
had been placed within their respective grades 
on the list, this said officer would now be 
within about 200 files of promotion. But a 
it is, every day demoted captains, who were 
originally appointed second lieutenants, are being 
advanced over his head. There doesn’t seem to 
be a chance for a lieutenant who was commis 
sioned out of the third officer’s training camp, 
but who enlisted early (many ahead of the first 
camp men) to get edvancement for six or seven 
years. 


There is a stagnation now in the advance 
ment of lieutenants. Some say there will be in 
a few years, but it seems to me that it now 
exists. Some solution should be made of the 
situation. Of course, the increase in pay is & 
redeeming feature, but rank is a good thing to 
possess, especially when the assignment of quar- 
ters and the securing of good details comes up. 
Here’s hoping that some way to relieve the 
situation will be forthcoming in the near future.

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HE ADJUTANT GENERAL OF NEW YORK MADE A PERMANENT 

OFFICER.—The State Legislature of New York recently passed a bill, 
which has been signed by Governor Smith, amending the military law in rela- 
tion to the qualification of The Adjutant General, which removes the appoint- 
ment from politics. This change wil! be of far-reaching importance to the 
future betterment of the National Guard, it is pointed out, inasmuch as it 
makes the office a permanent one. In the past there have been frequent 
eceasions where The Adjutant General has been an officer of very high attain- 
ments, but with an incoming governor, no matter how capable and efficient he 
has been, he has had to give way in most cases to some new incumbent, who 
appointed by a new governor, may or may not be as efficient as the former 
holder of the office. This not only applied to New York, but to other states. 

The military law as just amended provides that the Adjutant General of the 
state shall be appointed by the governor and shall be a commissioned officer in 
the Adjutant General’s Department of the National Guard with the rank of 
brigadier general. He shall not be removed from office except for cause as 
provided by the military law of the state. He shall direct and supervise the 
functions and duties of the chiefs of staff departments. 

The present Adjutant General who was recently appointed, is Brig. Gen. 
Franklin W. Ward, who is one of the best known and most efficient and capable 
National Guard officers in the United States, with a long, varied and dis- 
tinguished service in the line, which includes combat service with the A.E.F. 
General Ward has also served in the Militia Bureau and has made good in every 
office he has ever held. Governor Smith, who promptly signed the bill, has led 
the way in a radical and important change for the increased efficiency of the 
National Guard, say those competent to judge. Other states could well afford 
tw follow the example of New York, it is pointed out. 
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YONGRESSMAN GRIFFIN FAVORS A PROPER ARMORY FOR DISTRICT 
OF COLUMBIA NATIONAL GUARD.—Mr. Anthony J. Griffin, a member 
of the House of Representatives from the 22d District of New York, is deeply 
interested in helping to secure a proper armory for the Natinal Guard of the 
District of Columbia and can be counted upon as among those in Congress who 
will support a measure to provide a proper home for the National Guardsmen. 
Mr. Griffin, who had a long experience with the N. Y. N.G., and was in the 
service of the United States during the War with Spain, in speaking about the 
article in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of Apr. 10, which pointed out the dis- 
graceful condition of affairs regarding the lack of proper housing for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia National Guard said: 
“I was greatly interested in the article in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 
If it is deemed worthy to have a body National Guard organized from among 
our citizens, it is certainly incumbent upon the responsible authorities to pro- 
vide an adequate armory for them for drill purposes and for suitable storage 
of the many thousand dollars worth of valuable arms and equipment the troops 
receive. To do otherwise is against all common sense, and essential and reason- 
able preparedness. The District of Columbia National Guard should be pro- 
vided with an armory worthy the name of the National Capital.” 
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ARKANSAS AIR PORTS 


The entire state of Arkansas is awake 
to the necessity of developing military 
and commercial aviation, and is providing 
suitable air ports. Lt. J. L. Grisham, Air 
Service, U.S.A., on duty at Little Rock, 
Ark., in writing as to this development in 
the Air Service News Letter, says in part: 


Through the united efforts of the state offi- 
cials, the Arkansas Chapters of the National 
Aeronautic Association, and the Little Rock 
Chamber of Commerce, there has been made 
available for military and commercial aviation 
one of the finest air ports in the country. 

The enlargement of the present field by add- 
ing an additional tract of 66 acres will provide, 
when completed, an L-shaped field, each leg 
being approximately 2,600 feet long. This makes 
available an air port capable of accommodating 
the largest types of military and commercial 
craft. The existence of two hangars, test blocks, 
underground gasoline tanks and various other 
equipment, all surplus at the depot, adds to the 
attractiveness of this air port. Two batteries of 
four regulation size floodlights are being in- 
stalled to provide for night landings by those 
of arrival. 

The air port is one and one-half miles east 
of Fifth and Main Streets, the business center 
of Little Rock, and can be reached in five 
minutes by auto. The city traction line is within 
easy walking distance, and a plan to extend it 
to the main entrance of the air port is now 
being considered. Though so advantageously lo- 
cated, the air port is very accessible by air 
from the north, east, and south. An altitude of 
10 feet on these three sides is sufficient to clear 
all obstacles. 

Approximately $3,000 has been spent in grad- 
ing, leveling, draining and otherwise preparing 
this port for the expected future use of its 
facilities. 

The need of such a port in this district and 
its future importance may well be gauged by 
the fact that, though still uncompleted, it is 
being regularly used by air ways personnel in 
traveling from Dayton, Ohio, and points east to 
Dallas, Tex., and points south and west.

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NAVY G.C.M. CASES 

The Navy Department has just made 
public in court-martial orders, the cases of 
a number of officers charged with various 
offenses. The following are the more im- 
portant: 

Lt. Comdr. Martin Griffin, U.S.N., was 
found guilty by plea of the following 
charges: Charge I—Drunkenness. Charge 
11—Conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and discipline. He was sentenced to lose 
five numbers in his grade. The convening 
authority in reviewing the proceedings, 
gave the opinion that “the sentence is en- 
tirely inadequate to the nature of the 
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offense. However, the proceedings, findings | 


and sentence in this case are approved 
only in order that the accused might not 
escape punishment for the serious offense 
of which he was convicted upon his own 
plea.” 

Lt. William N. Updegraff, U.S.N., was 
convicted of the charge of “Absence from 
station and duty after leave had expired.” 
The court sentenced him to lose five num- 
bers in his grade, the convening authority 
approving the sentence. 

Lt. William H. Ferguson, U.S.N., was 
convicted of the charge of “Neglect of 
duty,” and was sentenced to lose ten num- 
bers in his grade, and five members of the 
court recommended him to the clemency of 
the reviewing authority. 

“The Bureau of Navigation did not con- 
cur in the recommendation to clemency. 
“An officer assigned duties of importance 
authorized by regulations for his grade 
must be held to a strict responsibility for 
the efficient performance thereof.” 

Lt. Andrew L. Haas, U.S.N., was found 
guilty of using reproachful words towards 
another person in the Navy and of false- 
hood. He was sentenced to lose 20 num- 
bers in grade. The sentence was approved 
by the convening authority subject to cer- 
tain remarks concerning the improper ad- 
mission of evidence. 

“It is well settled that an officer cannot 
serve as a member of a general court-mar- 
tial unless he is designated as such by the 
convening authority. As trial by a court 
not legally constituted is not a trial which 
can be said to be ‘due process of law,’ the 
above irregularity results in invalidating 
the proceedings in this case. 

“The accused in this case may be tried 
again and he cannot plead former jeopardy, 
as the court had no jurisdiction by reason 
of improper membership, and action of the 
court is not a trial. In view of the fore- 
going, the proceedings, findings and sen- 
tence in this case will be set aside.” 

In commenting on the acquittal of a 
passed assistant surgeon, U.S.N., tried at 
the Navy Yard, N. Y., on charges of drunk- 
enness, and conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur made the follow- 
ing severe criticism as to the conduct of 
the case, 


“In reviewing the record of proceedings of the 
foregoing case, it appears that neither the pre- 
liminary investigation by the responsible parties 
nor the prosecution of the accused was attended 
with due diligence. In cases where the charge 
of ‘Drunkenness’ is involved, it is the usual 
procedure that the accused be examined by a 
medical officer as to his condition in order that 
suitable and expert testimony may be available 
as the best evidence in proving the alleged 
offense. This procedure is not only a matter 
of general knowledge to the naval service but 
particularly to officers of the Medical Corps. 
However, in the present case it is noted that 
the executive officer of the naval hospital, New 
York, N. Y., and the officer of the day at the 
time of the commission of the offense alleged 
did not secure all the necessary and specific evi- 
dence available for sustaining the charges on 
which the accused was recommended for trial. 
It is also noted that the Judge Advocate seemed 
satisfied to propound genera! questions to wit- 
nesses, accept general answers, and conduct the 
prosecution in a perfunctory manner, rather 
than to seek to provide the court with specific 
and necessary facts by a thorough and diligent 
examination of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, and cross-examination of the witness for 
the defense. Subject to the foregoing remarks 
the proceedings, findings, and acquittal in the 
foregoing case are approved.” 


Ens. Elliott MeF. Moore, U.S.N., was 
convicted of neglect of duty and culpable 
inefficiency in the performance of duty. 

The court sentenced him to lose ten num- 
bers in his grade. The department con- 
curred in the following indorsement of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation: 


“In the opinion of this Bureau, the importance 
of a proper performance of duty by the officer 
of the deck of a vessel at sea cannot be over- 
estimated. The evidence before the court clearly 
reveals the fact that the accused, Ensign Moore, 
who was the officer of the deck, neglected and 
failed to take necessary action to keep track 
of the bearings of the light which had been 
sighted. Had he done so, he would have had 
knowledge that danger of collision existed in

ample time to have taken seasonable precau- 
tions to avoid collision. It would appear, how- 
ever, that the accused was indoctrinated with 
the spirit of follow the leader, and relied upon 
the action of the leading ship of the formation 
to keep his own ship out of danger. 

“The Bureau does not concur in the recom- 
mendation to clemency, for the above reasons, 
and recommends approval of the proceedings, 
findings, and sentence.” 


Chief Gunner Ernest R. Frakes, U.S.N., was 
found guilty of absence from station and duty 
without leave and conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and discipline. He was sentenced 
to lose 50 numbers in his grade and to lose 
$50 per month for ten months. The Secretary 
of the Navy approved the sentence: 

Ch. Mach. Albert H. Mellien, U.S.N., was 
convicted of the charge of “Neglect of duty.” 
He was sentenced to lose $50 a month of his 
pay for a period of four months. The sentence 
was approved. 

Pay Clk. Claude C. Barrett, U.S.N., was con- 
victed of the charge of “‘Absence from station 
and duty without leave. He was sentenced to 
lose $75 per month of his pay for six months. 
The Secretary of the Navy approved a recom- 
mendation by the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation that because of mitigating circumstances 
“the loss of pay be reduced to the loss of $40 
per month for a period of six months.”

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Army Posts to Get $5,770,000 


¥ k-, House of Representatives passed this week the bill appropriating 
$5,770,000 for Army post construction. The Senate Military Committee, 
which met yesterday, will make a favorable report on the measure immediately. 
This means that the appropriation will be authorized at this session. 

Two major changes in the bill were made by the House Military Affairs 
Committee. The first struck out an item for $450,000 for hospital construction 
at Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, and the second eliminated $800,000 for barracks 
at Camp Lewis, Wash., since appropriations for these projects are carried in 
the Army appropriation bill signed by the President Apr. 13. 

When the bill came up on the Consent Calendar Representatives Begg, La 
Guardia and Black objected to its consideration. This automatically would 
have stopped consideration of the bill for at least a week, but Representative 
James moved to suspend the rules and pass the bill with the committee amend- 
ments. 

Under suspension of the rules a two-thirds majority was required. After 
debate a vote was taken and the bill passed. 

It provides for the following posts: 

Ft. Benning, Ga., continuing of barracks construction, $725,000; Ft. Monmouth, N. J., bar- 
racks for enlisted personnel, $555,000; Ft. Monmouth, N. J., hospital, $100,000; Camp Lewis, 
Wash., beginning construction of post hospital, $125,000; Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., barracks, $500,- 
000; Selfridge Field, Mich., barracks, $570,000; Selfridge Field, Mich., noncommissioned officers’ 
quarters, $140,000; Camp Meade, Md, barracks, $410,000; Ft. Bragg, N. C., barracks, $360,000; 
Ft. Humphreys, Va., barracks, $500,000; Camp Devens, Mass., barracks, $500,000; Erie Proving 
Ground, Ohio, barracks, $47,000; Edgewood Arsenal, Md., officers’ quarters, $90,000; United 
States Disciplinary Barracks, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., hospital, $125,000; Mitchel Field, N. Y., 
barracks, $287,000; France Field, Panama, officers’ quarters and noncommissioned officers’ quar- 
ters, $139,000; Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, noncommissioned officers’ quarters, $72,000; Ft. Wads- 
worth, N. Y., barracks, $285,000; Maxwell Field, Montgomery, Ala., barracks, $130,000; non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters, $70,000. 

During the debate Mr. La Guardia attacked the suspension of rules as an 
attempt to “railroad” the bill through. He also stated that if the House passed 
the bill there would be no end to the War Department’s requests for more 
funds. Representative Lozier said: “I am opposed to the subtle and cunningly 
devised plans by which public funds are appropriated for military purposes a 
very considerable part of which is wasted.’ 

Representative Hill, in replying to the opposition, pointed out that the ex- 
pense of temporary repairs at Army posts where the buildings are literally 
falling apart is wasteful “economy” and characterized the use of public funds 
in such a manner as “pouring water down a rat hole.” 

He quoted extracts from the 1925 annual reports of the Secretary of War 
and the commandant of the Cavalry School, telling of the effect of poor housing 
conditions on Army personnel and said: 

“Can we not imagine, gentlemen, the effect that these poor housing condi- 
tions must have upon the morale of the officers and men? 

“Gentlemen, let us pass this bill as a matter of sound economy, let us pass 
it and put an end to the danger that now hovers over the lives of 40,000 of the 
officers and men of the Army, and the lives of their families, let us pass it 
for the morale and the esprit de corps of the Army. Let us pass it for the 
Army, an Army that has never known defeat, and that has never failed the 
Nation in the hour of its need,”

Congressional Notes 


The Senate has reported adversely three bills for the reinstatement of former officers 
of the Army to the active list, the three being those for former Maj. James S. Greene, 
former Capt. Henry J. Macpeake, and former Lt. Paul J. Messer. 








Among the bills passed over by the House Apr. 19 were: 

H. R. 5893—For the retirement of the Nurse Corps of the Army and Navy, at 
the request of Mrs. Kahn. It retained its place on the calendar since it was passed 
over without prejudice. 

H. R. 5840—To equalize the pay of retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, ete., who retired prior to 1922. This is the second time the 
bill has come up and it required three objections to prevent a vote. Mr. Black, of 
Texas; Hill, of Alabama, and Milligan objected. The next time it comes up on the 
calendar it is expected that there will be an unlimited debate and a vote. 

H. R. 9218—Giving the Secretary of War authority to exchange deteriorated 
ammunition, ete., was held over on an objection by Mr. Madden. 


The Navy Department favors the enactment of the bill (H. R. 9433) for the relief 
of former Lt. A. E. Metz, U.S.N.R.F., whose eyes were seriously injured “in line of 
duty” while on a training cruise. This case has attracted wide-spread attention in 
Naval Reserve circles and the Naval Reserve Officers’ Association of New York City 
has constantly urged the enactment of the legislation. 


The House of Representatives passed the following bills on Apr. 19 without ob- 
jection : 

S. 2274—Providing for the promotion of a professor at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy. This measure now goes to the President for signature, and will 
undoubtedly become law. It gives a merited promotion to Lt. Col. Clifton C. Carter, 
U.S.A., recognized as one of the best qualified officers in the Army. 

S. 2752—An act for the purchase of land as an Artillery range at Ft. Ethan Allen, 
Vt. This measure was fostered by Senator Green, of Vermont, formerly a member 
of the House Military Committee. and now a member of the Senate Military Com- 
mitiee. It will give the Government the only Artillery range in the northeastern 
section of the country, and according to the War Department will be a welcome 
addition. This measure also goes to the President for signature. 

H. R. 9512—A bill to provide for appointing Army field clerks and field clerks, 
Quartermaster Corps, warrant officers, U.S. Army. 

H. R. 107382—Which provides for the expenditure of $435,000 for construction 
of necessary buildings at Naval Hospitals as follows: Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, $35,000; 
Great Lakes. Ill, $200,000; Puget Sound, Wash., $32,000; Guam, $18,000, and San 
Diego, $150,000. 

H. R. 9212—A bill for the payment of $20,020.60 to McLennan County, Tex., for 
the destruction of an improved public road through the Waco, Tex., military camp. 

H. R. 10894 and H. R. 10539—For the return of the silver services of the U.S.S. 
North Dakota and Minnesota to the respective states. 

H. R. 4532—Creating Cowpens a national military park. 


The Secretary of the Navy has informed the chairman of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs that the bill (H. R. 9803) which would allow Lt. Frank Stinchcomb, 
U.S.N., credit for all prior enlisted and warrant service for pay purposes is favored 
by the Navy Department. The communication stated that the act of 1924 appointing 


Stinchcomb a lieutenant has been construed as having this intent. 
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Mission of the Navy in Peace and War

THE DIPLOMATIC STRUGGLE TO LIMIT THE OTHER’S ARMAMENT 


The human need for an improvement in the standard of living is always an irre. 
sistible pressure driving nations into further aggression. After each great war (and 
great wars always result from aggressive trade rivalry), from which the victors 
emerge with increased wealth due to having despoiled the vanquished, history finds 
congresses and leagues organizing themselves in the hope that the spoils of war eap 
be made permanent and secure. 

There follows a long period of economic convalescence during which the powers 
allied in the latest victory engage themselves in diplomatic jockeying to gain sucees. 
sively small advantages whose cumulative effect may not be felt for a generation 
During this period divergent self-interests urge a new grouping of the powers 
Throughout all the time the balance of power theory dominates. The late allies 
tinally become regrouped into hostile camps, one camp probably including the late 
enemy. This is being illustrated by the present intriguing within the Leage of Nations 
on the occasion of Germany joining with a seat on the Council of the League. 

Then, in the course of two or more generations, when the wealth which has been 
destroyed by warfare is restored, the irresistible pressure to improve the standard 
of living again drives the nations into aggressive trade rivalry and eventually into 
another great conflict. And so it goes. 

Among the reactions after every great conflict is one to place limits on arma- 
ments. The immediate pressure is, of course, the result of economic collapse from 
the latest war. This movement will always be welcomed by the most ancient seg 
powers because these, through long centuries of what is called “diplomacy,” that js 
to say, the art of securing an advantage over another nation by peaceful means, are 
conscious that through their superlative “diplomacy” they will gain in comparative 
sea power against the younger nations whose experience in “diplomacy” is very meager, 
And, owing to the development of new weapons within the last generation, made 
possible by scientific advances, the great sea powers, desirous of being left with the 
spoils of the latest war unmenaced, range themselves against all those new weapons 
that have so greatly strengthened the defensive ability of the weaker nations. 

There have appeared trom time to time in the press, emanating in Europe, sug. 
gestions for further limiting naval armament which, generally speaking, can be brought 
under the following categories. 

THE SUGGESTION TO FIND A MEANS TO Limit ULTIMATE WAR STRENGTH 


This is a very ingenious idea. As ultimate war strength depends upon the same 
elements that make a country great in peace industry and commerce, conversations 
looking to an agreement along these lines inevitably would tend to lead a country 
strong in the industries of peace to cripple its position in the world of commerce. 
This would be very favorable to those nations now suffering economically. It is 
quite clear that self-interest, not humanitarian motives, leads to this suggestion. 


THE SUGGESTION TO LIMIT NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS 


How are we to arrive at a ratio? If we fix ratios on the basis of national wealth 
we would have naval appropriations rationed as follows: United States, 100; British 
Empire, 34; Japan, 10; France, 23; Italy, 9. If the aim would be to fix the ratio 
on the basis of foreign commerce there would result: United States, 100; British 
Empire, 171; Jauan, 21; France, 54; Italy, 17. If on the basis of mercantile shipping: 
United States, 100; British Empire, 180; Japan, 31; France, 27; Italy, 22. Mani- 
festly this is an impossible way to effect naval limitation. 

THE SUGGESTION TO REDUCE THE SIZE OF BATTLESHIPS 

The purpose of the United States Navy is to defend the country’s rights and 
interests abroad. If war comes, it will come because our rights and interests overseas 
are attacked. The Battle Fleet, consequently, must move to the far distant area and 
there constitute itself an impregnable moveable base from which the control of that 
sea area can be exercised. For example, if we were to have to carry on war opera- 
tions on the other side of the Atlantic, there being no battleships, such operations 
might be carried on by cruisers provided there were nothing more powerful than 
cruisers in opposition, and provided we had a succession of bases across the Atlantic, 
each comparable, let us say, to the Hawaiians. But where a country does not possess 
fortified bases, or bases capable of being fortified, leading by easy stages into the areas 
in which our interests are attacked, it is the Battle Fleet that becomes the moveable 
tortitied base by which, only, the cruisers of the Navy can carry on war operations. 

This suggestion to reduce the size of the battieships is disadvantageous to the 
United States and very advantageous to a power like the British Empire. Great 
Britain possesses the chain of fortified bases that would do the work of the battle 
ships. Furthermore, if the size of battleships would continue to be reduced until the 
battleship becume merged into the present 10,000-ton cruiser, the present 5-5 ratio 
with the British Empire would disappear, the cruiser would become the capital ship, 
and the capital ship ratio would change to something like 3 to 1. Nor is that all 
Merchant ships being potential cruisers, would swell the British Empire war fleet 
and as the ratio of the effective British merchant fleet to the American merchant 
fleet is about 2 to 1, the ratio of the sea power of the British Empire to the sea 
power of the United States, but only in an area which both could reach from its own 
fortified base, would be round 5 to 2. In those areas which the United States could 
not reach from its own fortified base, the United States would be utterly impotent to 
defend its rights. If this reduction of naval power were continued to be applied to 
the United States by equal and successive limitations agreed to by the United States 
and the British Empire, the time would come when the naval power of each country 
would be measured by its mereantile marine. ; 

The reduction of the size of battleships would cripple the United States out of 
proportion as compared with the other sea powers. The smaller becomes the battle 
ship, the more vulnerable is the vessel to submarine and air attack. Consequently. 
as the United States battleships must be relied on as the impregnable mobile base (due 
to the absence of fortified bases), they must be constructed well nigh invulnerable 
to air and underwater attack, and this indicates that it is to the interest of the United 
States to have no restrictions on battleship size, certainly not further limitations on 
the size of this type. 

There is still another aspect to this suggestion to reduce the size of battleships, 
and this flows from the thought just above; it is that such a course would push the 
submarine arm and the air arm into an importance that they can not possibly have 
with battle fleets made up of battleships of great size. Incidentally, we may expect 
to find those Americans interested in overemphasizing the air arm, such as the pro 
ponents of the United Air Force idea, ranged on the side of those foreigners desiring 
to see the United States reduce the size of her battleships. When the public comes 
to understand that the only basis of the claim for the United Independent Air Force 
is the unsound contention that such an air force can win a war by ruthless bombing 
and gassing of population centers of an enemy, it will have the same repugnance for 
the proponents of the United Air Force that the world had for the practitioners of 
ruthless submarine warfare during the late war. 


THE SUGGESTION TO ABOLISH SUBMARINES 


This suggestion emanates undoubtedly from Great Britain and is partially due te 
the fact that France has never ratified the Washington Submarine and Poison Gas 
Treaty. Great Britaim never gives the real reason why she wishes to see the sub 
marine abolished. The British propaganda in the United States toward this end is 
based on keeping alive the war-time repugnance felt against German ruthless sv 
marine warfare. Of course, the British perfectly well know that war operations of

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST 


BY RAYMOND V. SYKES 


A careful calculation shows that the total of new financing by the public 
utility industry in 1925 reached the sum of $1,496,000,000. This figure exceeds 
the combined amount of new financing done last year by all the railroads, the 
iron and steel and automobile industries, the coal and copper mines, and the 
oil and rubber companies. The year 1925 was one of increasing industria] 
expansion, but these basic industries did not require as much new capital as 
the public utilities which serve them. 


The source of this vast amount of money was, of course, the investors 
throughout the country. Approximately 50 percent of the total was procured 
through the sale of bonds, 30 percent preferred stock, and the balance common 
stock. Nearly all of the preferred stock sold was to customers whom the jp. 
dividual companies needing the additional capital serve. 

Customer ownership—as the plan of selling preferred stock to customer; 
has come to be called—is one of the most important developments in moder 
financial practices that has come about in many years. Like all great revo. 
lutionary movements, it had its conception in necessity. During the early 
days of the war the dumping of foreign-owned securities in American markets 
and the need for credit at any price on the part of the waring nations, resulted 
in such competition that not many public utilities could meet it, even if they 
had been willing. Their capital requirements were steadily increasing, how. 
ever, as the industries of this country became more and more actively engaged 
in supplying the materiels of war. 

With the normal channels of investment credit closed the utilities turn to 
their customers for aid. The response was such that the plan has been fol. 
lowed ever since. Today, as stated, about one-third of all the new capital going 
into this second greatest industry (the railroads alone represent a slightly 
larger investment) comes from the direct users of its services. 


The customer ownership movement is not one-sided in its benefits, but affords 
the small capitalist a safe and liberal means of investment. Usually the nun- 
ber of shares which each customer is permitted to buy is limited to a small 
figure. Should an investor put an equal amount in a Government bond, for 
example, the return would be so small that it is improbable it could be accounted 
for a week after its receipt. The majority of customer ownership companies 
pay dividends on a monthly basis, so that the check may be returned with the 
monthly electric light or gas statement in payment of the amount due, adjust- 
ment being made at intervals for any balance. Thus, for a limited investment, 
the customer provides himself with what amounts to free service for so long 
as he cares to retain the preferred stock. In case of emergency he can readily 
turn it into cash. 

The readers of this column, perhaps, are not in a position to take advantage 
of the customer ownership plan, but its operation is of importance to them 
when they invest in public utility bonds.

the great submarines now being built can be conducted wholly within international 


law. 


The real British reason for desiring the abolition of the submarine is to expel 


from the war category a new weapon that can menace her control of the sea, for 
British control of the seas both in peace and war is a traditional British policy for 


which she has always waged war to maintain whenever it has been menaced. 


The 


submarine is regarded by American naval opinion as a weapon as valuable as the 
airplane, and the United States should under no circumstances consent to its abolition. 
With it, the United States has some hope of offsetting its inferiority in surface ships.

The Socialist Party’s purpose is to win the principal executive and 
judicial offices, to become the dominant and controlling party, and when 
in power, to transfer the industries to ownership of the people, begin- 
ning with those of public character, such as banking, insurance, mining, 
transportation and communication, as well as trustified industries, and 
ending the process to all other industries susceptible of collective owner- 


ship as rapidly as their technical conditions will permit.

It will also be found in a manifesto issued by the First Congress of the 
Communist International, held at Moscow Mar. 2 to 6, 1919, and in manifestos 


issued by succeeding congresses. 


The language there employed follows: 


Seizure of political power by the proletariat means destruction of 
the political power of the Bourgeoisie. 


The organized power of the 


Bourgeoisie is in the civil state, with its capitalistic army under bour- 
geois-junker officers, its police, jailors, judges, priests and governmental 


officers. 


Conquest of the political power means not merely a change 


in the personnel of ministries but in annihilation of the enemies appa- 


ratus of government; disarmament of the bourgeoisie 
ing of the proletariat, with revolutionary soldiers.

In order to insure the social revolution, the disarming of the bour- 
geoisie and its agent, and the general arming of the proletariat is a 


prime necessity. 


DISARMING CONSTITUTED AUTHORITY 


It is clear to anyone that to produce the condition mentioned, the disarming 
of those in constituted authority and the arming of those who would destroy 
the Government, is no simple matter in the United States in any fair battle. 
Those who are engaged in directing the great international conspiracy to destroy 


civilization and Christianity, are well aware of that. I c 
They are now engaged in “disarming” the 


do it by fair means, but by foul. 


They do not propose to 


Government of the United States in quite a different way. First, they are 


seeking to bring all armed forces into disrepute. 


This will be noted by the 


constant and regular attacks on the police of the cities and upon state con- 


stabularies. 


They are engaged in creating the impression that we are an 


“imperialistic” nation; that we have too large an Army and Navy; that “world 
peace” depends on our decreasing the size and efficiency of both these forces. 
They have, so far, been able to check at least one great plan of preparedness 
for the Navy, and they are at this time, engaged in a nation-wide campaign 
to wreck the Officers’ Reserve Corps and prevent military training in the schools 


and colleges. 


All this that the Government may be disarmed, and the revo- 


lutionists armed when the time for the open assault arrives. 


But back to some of the organizations for a minute. 


Beginning in 1914 


and running through to 1926, we find prominent among those organized or con- 
trolled by Socialists or Communists or acting in perfect harmony with the 
Socialist or Communist agencies, the following: 

The American League to Limit Armament, the Emergency Peace Federa- 
tion, the National Peace Federation, the Ford Peace Party, the American Neu- 
tral Conference Committee, the Emergency Peace Committee, the People’s 
Council of America, the Peoples Freedom Union, the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom, the Women’s Committee for World Disarma- 
ment, the American Union Against Militarism. 

Each and all of those arose to inject themselves, in some manner, into 
matters connected with the war, and always contrary to the policy and position 
of the Government, and always in a way to aid in “disarming” this country. 
Out of that number, and possibly a few of minor importance, there finally 
emerged two outstanding organizations today working along the same line— 
the American Civil Liberties Union and the National Council for the Prevention 


of War.
